1. Acknowledged this application claims the benefit of provisional application Serial No. 
5 60/177,530 filed on January 21, 2000. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 

w eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on November 8, 2003 has been entered. 



75 Preliminary Amendment 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of the preliminary amendment filed along with the request for 
continued examination. In the amendment, claims 1, 20, 24 and 25 were amended; claims 21 
and 22 were canceled; and claims 30 and 31 were newly added. Currently, claims 1-5, 20, 23- 
25, 30, and 31 remain for examination.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-5, 20, 23-25, 30, and 31 are allowed.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed at a system and the method for providing a multi-service card. The multi-function credit 
card or smart card are well known in the art, and are gaining rapid acceptance in many industries, 
particularly in retail establishments. However, the cited references, taken alone or in 
combinations, fail to suggest or teach a particular method and the system enabling the method 
wherein the application is received at the service partner establishment, the service partner acts 
as a delegated entity to extract, send and transmit credit application and membership 
information; transmitting back subsequent approval information from the card company and 
providing card-related services as set forth in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
